One Hon. gentleman 
said that the lands could be better 
administered by. the Province than 
by the Dominiion because the people 
of the Province were closer to the 
ground and the interests of the Prov- 
ince, he said, were just the same as 
the interests of the Dominion. I beg 
to differ; their interests are not 
the same. The interest of a Prov- 
ince in the land is in the revemue it 
can derive from the sale of the 
Jlands; the interests of the Dominion 
in the lands is in the revenue it 
can derive TYrom the settler who 
makes that land productive.

It is up to those who supported the S 
act to justify themselves. ‘I nder the 
terms of that act t laws which 
existed in fhe North-West Territor- 
jes on August 31 last are continued 
in force thereafter tn the provinces 
of Alberta until repealed or amended 
by the Legislative Assembly of the 


province. The present school law in 
this province is the school ordin- 


ance of 1991 adopted by the Haul- 
tain government. It has proved very 
patisfactory {n the past. Here he 
quoted from the school law many 
clauses showing its provision regard- 
ing minority privileges and religious 
instruction. [t was the purpose of 
his government to administer the 
schoo! Taw as they found it in the 
interest of efficient education. It 
was not necessary for them to inter- 
fere with the law in any way while 
it proved so satisfactory as 1t had 
been in the past. He compared the 


conditions in several other provinces 
as to separatism in schools with the 
conditions in Alberta showing the 
great superiority of our system over 
those of the others. In what respect 
he asked, are we inferior in the mat- 
ter of our schools. Mr. Rutherford 
queted extensively from the Calgary 
Hernid, the chief Conservative or- 
gan of the province, of March 2nd 
fast immediately after the first read- 
ing of the Alberta bill in Parliament 
when they expressed themselves as 
in hearty sympathy with the educa- 
tional provisions of the biil and con- 
demned the eastern press in strong 
language for their tirades against 
them.
